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HIGHLIGHTS 



Illinois has experienced a greater enrollment decline than the nation in 
general (19.-7% vs. 12.8%), but its decline is comparable to that of 
similar and neighboring states: Indiana (16.5%), Michigan (17.3%), 
Wisconsin (19.7%), Minnesota (20.0%), Missouri (20.2%), Iowa (20.8%), 
Mew York (21.5%), Pennsyl vannia (22.3%), and Ohio (22.6%). *f. 

Illinois public school enrollments (K-12) will continue to decline 

through 1989-90, then increase gradually for about 7 years,- and 

subsequently decline again until after the turn of the century. A, 

decl ine, of about 626,000 or 26% is projected £rom the peak year 

(1971-72) to -the bottom year (1989-90) of the current trend. 

Three-fourths of this overall decline has already occurred. 

« » - 

A major factor, accounting for approximately 80-85% of the Illinois * 
public school enrol Wnt decline,- is the sharp reduction in the number 
of births through the '60s and first half of the '70s. A second major 
factor in the decline has beeri-a net out-of-state migration which has 
accounted for 15-20% of the total enrol lment decl line. The small recent 
increase in the proportion of Illinois school children attending 
nonpublic school!, 14% to more than 15%, has contributed slightly to the 
public school enrollment decline since the mid '70s. 

All Illinois counties, except four, have experienced enrollment declines 
during the past decade. The largest percentage' declines have been in 
Logan (32.1%-) /Ford (.31.7%); Stark (29%), Madison (28.7*) and Douglas 
(28.6%) counties. Cook* County with 24.7% decline has had the greatest 
numerical decline (258,834), accounting for 57% .of the total decline./ 
The four counties with enrollment increases were Johnson (6.2%), Kendall 
(2.3%), Will (2.2%), and\McHenry (0.2%). 

There has been great variation anong Illinois school districts relative 
to enrollment changes over the past ten years. There have been 
increased enrollments in 17.5% (or 169) of the districts; another 12% 
(or* 116) have had small declines — less than l.O*. Almost 47% (or 451) 
have had .declines between 10-30%, and nearly 24% (or 231) have had* 
declines greater than 30%. 

Despite declines in overall ennoMment from 1971-72 to l?81-82, the 
proportion of minority students increased steadily from 22% to 29.8%. 
" Hispanic studenf enrollment increased' markedly from 83,767 to 128,811. 
The number^ students of .Asian/Pacific Island origin quadrupled from 
8,576 to 33,991. Black student enrollment declined 5.1% from 429,329 to 
407,412 although their proportion of the total increased slightly. 
Wfvite student enrollment declined 27.2% and has the largest numerical 
"decline (1,855,^362 to 1,351,589). 



FOREWORD 



Since 1970, the State Board of Education has prepared projections of 
Illinois public school enrollments on an annual or biennial basis*. The 
present study preserrts a ten-year analysis of enrollment change since the 
beginning of the- decline. Included for* the first time are changes in the 
racial/ethnic distribution^ Illinois public school children. 

The primary purpose of this new I llinois Public School Enrollment Analyses 
and Projections study is to facilitate statewide planning for school 
finance, facilities, and* educational personnel. While the primary focus is 
statewide, the information should also prove valuable to individual school 
districts for comparative purposes. The study was cortducted by Dr. Leighton 
Wasem, Research and Statistics Section.

- ' ^ ' " .PURPOSE 

. In 1972-73, statewide public school enrollment began declining after having 
increased annually for 25 years. As a result of this declining enrollment 
trend, state education agency staff prepared analyses of past enrollments 
and made forecasts of future enrollments on an annual or biennial basis. 
ff These analyses and projections facilitate statewide planning for school 
finance, facilities, and educational personnel. 

This study focuses upon enrollment change during the 10-year period since 
the beginning of the total enrollment decline -- 1971-72 to -1981-82. The 
purpose of this 1982°reporf is to provide answers to'the following questions 
about past, present and future enrollments in 5 Illinois public "schools. 

1. How does the^lO.-year change in Illinois public school enrollment compare 
with that of the nation and neighboring/similar states?

STATE COMPARISONS OF ENROLLMENT CHANGE: 1971-72 to 1981-82 

How does the ten-year change in Illinois public school enrollment compare 
witlr that of the nation and neighboring/similar states? " 

Illinois has experienced, a greater enrollment decl ine Jhan the Nation in 
general, but its decline is comparable to that of similar and neighboring 
stat'es. ' Since J971-72 to the present^ Illinois has had an enrollment 
decline of 19.7% in its public' schools as compared with 12.8% for the 
nation. Nationwide enrollment changes and projections are shown in Appendix 
Currently, 1,907,080 students are enrolled in Illinois public schopls, < 
Vhereas in 1971r72, there were 2,373,659 a decrease' of 466,579 students. 
An analysis of enrollments in neighboring and similar industrial states * 
shows comparable declines to tfiat in nlinois. Th'e enrollment decline for 
these neighboring/similar states has been 16.5% in Indiarfa, 17^.3% in ' > 
Michigan, 19.7%. in Wisconsin. 20.0% in Minnesota, 20.2% in Missouri, 20. £% 
in Iowa, 21.5% in New York, 22.3% in Pennsylvania and 22. §% in Ohi'oJ 
» * 

Enrollment increases tend to show up in western states, and the declines are 
relatively small in most southern and border states. This coptrast 'with ' 
Illinois is probably due to a net migration of » school-age children and . 
childbearing-age women to v the West and South from northern" industrialized 
states/ Nine states have shown enrollment increases during the past decade, 
ranging from 16.9% to 0.5%. These states, in descending order of increase, 
are. Wyoming, Nevada, Utah, Arizona, Idaho, Texas, Florida, Alaska, and New 
Hampshire. Appendix. C lists the 10-year enrollment change for all 50 states. 

COUNTY COMPARISONS OF ENROLLMENT CHANGE: 1971-72 to 1981-82 - 



What changes in public school enrollment have occurred among' Illinois 
countiesf T : : : :

All Illinois counties, except four, have experienced'enrbllment-decl ines 
during the past decade. Figure 1 and Appendix D show the percentage change 
in public school enrollment for every .Illinois county. Countyw'ide, the 
largest percentage declines have been in Logan (32.1%), Ford (31.7%), Stark 
(29$,, Madison (28.7%) and: Douglas (28.6%). Cook County, _ wit Iv 24.1% 
decline, has had the greatest numerical dee<line (258,834)'. Its decline 
accounts for 57% of the total decline. More than four-fifths (84.7%) of the 
total decline is concentrated in 17. counties.

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Overall , 22 counties had declines smaller than 10%, .37 counties had declines 
between. 10-20%, and 39 counties had declines greater than 20%. The typical 
(median) county experienced a 17% decline during this tah-year perfod. In 
general, the enrollment declines were greater among rural counties of . 
northern and ^central -Illinois and among urban countTeS^th independent or 
central cities. * 

The four, counties with enrollment increases this past decade were Johnson 
(6*2%), /Kendall (2.3%), Will (2.2%), and McHenry' (0.2%) i. These four 
counties, and most of the counties with the smallest enrollment decline, had 
a net in-tnigration and are located in southern or northeastern (surrounding 

Cook County) Illinois. . '

DISTRICT COMPARISONS OF ENROLLMENT CHANGE: 1971-72 to 1981-82 

* • 

What enrollment chahges have occurred among, Illinois public school districts? 

There was great variation among Illinois school districts -relative to . . 
enrollment, changes over the past ten years. A majority of Illinois school 
districts (53.4%) differed markedly from the 19.7% statewide enrollment 
decline. Some experienced declines less than 00% and others showed declines 
greater than 30%.,, , . 

There *h aye been increased enrollments in 17.5% (or 169) of Illinois school 
districts. The districts whicb had the greatest increases are Elementary ' / 
District 159 in Matteson (5T0%), Cook County: Homer (264%), Will County; and 
Hawthorn (199X), Lake* County. Districts with enrol lment * increases tend to 
be either "out Tying" communities near metropolitan areas or located in 
southern Illinois. The increase in enrollment reported by these districts, 
is pyobahrly due' to one or mc>re of the following conditions: 

/ — Population shifts from metropolitan areas to outlying areas, 
Population sh-ifts to nonfarming rural/recreational areas, 
Location along interstate highways, 
Increased employment opportunities in selected areas, 
— ' Availability of . etonomical housing. 2

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Twelve percent (or. 116) of Illinois school districts have had small declines 
— less than 10%. Almost 47% (or 451) of Illinois school disiricts have 
shown enrollment declines £e*tfoeen \D- 30%,. comparable to the state average. 
Nearly 24% (or 231) of 1 1 1 inois school districts had. decl ines greater than 
30%, and 89 of these districts had declines greater than 40%. these 
districts with' the largest declines tend to be either 11 inner suburbs" or 
districts in rural central or northern Illinois. Districts comprising 
Illinois 1 largest independent/central cities also have had relatively lorge 
enrollment declines. (See Appendix M.)

By , 
1981-82, minority students represented almost one-third (29.8%) of public 
school enrollment. This significant increase in the proportion of minority 
students was due to a decline in white student enrollment and increased 
enrollments of children with Hispanic and Asian/Pacific Island descent. 

1 ) Hispanic students, evidenced the Tar ges t numerical increase of any 
* racial/ethnic group" ! The number ofmspanic students increased 

from 83,757 to 128,811. This represents a ten-year increase of 54% 
or 45,044 students. Since the mid-J970s, Hispanic student 
enrollment has consistently shown a 3 to 5 percent annual 
. 'increase. This small, steady, annual increase is expected to 
continue during the next few years because the Hispanic 
concentration in the Illinois population Vs greater at the 
preschool-age level ,(9.9% below age 5) than at the school-age level 
(7.1% between ages. 5-.19). 3 

2) Asian/Pacific Island students have shown the gyg gatest p ercentage 
increase of any group . The number of . students of" Asian 1 / Hit if ic 
Island origin quadrupled' from 8,576 to 33,991. Despite the 
dramatic 'percentage increase in enrollment, however, the proportion 
of the total Illinois publiG school enrollment comprised by 
Asian/PaeifiQ Island students \s still relatively small (1.8%). 
While it is reasonable to expect continued increases in the 
Asian/Pacific Island pupil enrollment, such increases are likely to 
be smaller in the future, because the United States has recently 
lowered the ceiling ort the immigration of Indochinese refugees. * 

3) Black student enrollment has declined although their proportion of 
* the total has increased si ightly . Statewide enrollment of black 

students remairied»relat ively constant during the first half of the 
decade, but has" ciecl ined annually since 1976^77. Consequently, the 
number of black students in Illinois public schools showed^ 5.1v* 
decline (429,329 to 407,412) during the entire 10-year period. 
Because, the overall percentage decline for black students was less 
than the percentage decline for white students, the proportion of 
black students in Illinois public schools has increased from 18% to 
"21.2% during this decade. 

4) Declines in other groups approximate the overall decline . Wh»ite 
student enrollment has had the largest numerical decline (503,773) 
and the greatest percentage decrease (27.2%) of any racial/ethnic

1,351,589. The proportion of white students in public schools has 
also- decreased steadily from 78.0% (1971-72) to 70.2% (1981-82). 
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American Indian or Alaskan Native students constitute the smallest 
proportion (0.11) of Illinois public school enrollment of the five 
major racial/ethnic groups* The number of Native American students 
1n 1981-82 (2,281) reflects a general decline of 19.4% during the 
10-year period.

FACTORS AFFECTING ENROLLMENT CHANGE 

What factors have contributed to the changes in Illinois public school ' 
enrollment? " 

The three factors which. accounted far the decline in Illinois public school 
enrollments in the past decade were Illinois births, statewide migration 
patterns, and nonpublic school, enrollments. 

Illinois Birth<T ■ / 

Illinois public school enrollment is predetermined to a # large extent by the 
number of Illinois births in preceding years. Figure 3* shows the annual 
number of infants born in Illinois from 1946 through 1981 and the projected 
number through 1990. The sharp and sustained reduction in the annual number 
, of births throughout the 1960s and first half of the 1970s is the basic 
reason for the current decline 1n Illinois public school enrollment. It 1s 
estimated that about 80-85% of the 10-year enrollment decline can be 
attributed to the decline 1n 1 1ve births. 

As a direct result of the post World War II "baby boom", a second generation 
increase in births appears to have begun 1n the latter 1970s — a decade 
later than originally anticipated. This belated Increase 1n births, 
however, 1s now expected to be much .smaller in size and duration than the 
major increase of the 1950s. In fact, this "mini" Increase 1s projected to 
reach^an early peak during the mid-1980s and begin a steady decline which 1s 
likely to continue throughout the remainder of the 20th Century. This 
expected future decline 1n live births 1s based'upon a projected continuous 
decline" 1n the number of childbear1ng-age females from the mid-1980s through 
the year 2000.5 » 

Illinois Population Migration Patterns 

While the Bureau of the^Census has not yet analyzed 1970-1980 migration 
patterns for Individual states, estimates of Illinois migration have been 
~fnd^peTTdrn^ — ^The~"rersir1tsrof-1:hese"three 
separate analyses disclose a net out-of-state migration for the 1970s which 
1s summarized as follows 4 : *

98,000. This represents between 15-20% of- the totaMlljnois 
school enrollment decline from 1971-72 to 198J-82 (public and 
nonpublic^ 7- — — — ; 

(3) A net out-migration occurred from 1970 to 198Cyin "urban"- 'counties 
containing large central/independent cities (including Cook, 
Winnebago, Peoria, St. Clair, Rock Island, Madison, Macon, and 
Kankakee) and in several predominantly rural counties of east 
central, west central, and northern Illinois. 8 

^4) ^ A net in-migration occurred from 1970 to 1980 .in most "satmrban" 
countries which adjoin ,&n "urban 11 county containing a >n 
central/ independent city* Such a net in-migration also occurhed in 
all 41 southern^counties (except" St. Clair, Madison, and \

(5) A significant relationship (contingency coefficient = .50) exists 
between public school enrollment change (1971-198%). ..and net^ 
migration" (1970-1980) among Illinois counties. This me^ns^f hat 
counties which had either an enrollment increase or only a small _ 
decrease (less than 10%) also had a net in-migration. Most 
counties which had a "sharp" enrollment decline (greater than -20%) 
had a net out-migration. 
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Illinois Nonpublic School Enrollments 

T 

During the 1960s and first half of the il970s, there was significant decline 
in the number and proportion of Illinois studepts attending nonpublic 
schools. However, during the mid-1970s nonpublic enrol lmjent stabilized, and 
the. proportion of Illinois students (K- 12) attending nonpubl ic schools has 
increased gradually from 14.0% in 1975^76 to more than 15% in 1981-82. 10 

»■ 

the most noticeable increase TiT nonpublic enrollment has^6ccurred^at the 
kindergarten level. In fact,, the percentage of kindergarten pupils 
attending nonpublic schools has increased steadi ly'from 5.8% in 1971-72 to 
14.0% in 1981-82. The percentage of elementary (grades 1-8) and high school 
students attending nonpublic schools has also increased slightly since the 
mid-1970s — especially in 1980-8V and 1981-82. 

A sudden pronounced change in the nonpublic school enrollment proportion, or 
small Sustained changes such as those occurring between the mid-1960s to 
mid-1970s, will cause significant changes in public school enrollment. - 
However, such changes in the proportion of students attending nonpublic 
schools are difficult to forecast even on a short-term basis Because they 
can result from changes in tax laws, constitutional interpretations, 
parental attitudes and values, and general economic conditions. Projections 
of Illinois public school enrollment (1982-95), therefore, assume that the 
small increase in the nonpublic proportion of recent years (1976-77 to 
1981-82) wil»r continue and gradually taper off. 

PROJECTIONS OF ILLINOIS PUBLIC SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 

What are the projected future enrollments and future enrollment changes for 
Illinois public schools? " \ 

SchooT^enr^llments (K-12) will continue to decline through 1989-90, then 
increase for a^few -year_s t and subsequently begiri.declining again until after 
the turn of the century^ Projections of elenjentary, high school and total 
enrollment for the 14 years 1982-83 through^ 1995-96 are presented in Table 2 
and Figure 4. As stated previously, the metfrodology_used in developing * 
these projections is discussed in Appendix A. ^ ^—-^ 

Elementary Enrollment Projections - • 

S l!l ce the P eak y ear (1970-7 1), elementary e nrollment has decl inedeach year 
to 1729271FI in T981-82T This represents a substantial decrease of about 
392,000 pupils or 23 percent. This uninterrupted enrollment decline is 
projected to continue four additional years and reach its .lowest level * 
during the 1985-86 school year. However, the size of future declines will 
decrease each year. The "overall decline, from peak year to bottom year, is. 
expected to 'be about 467,000 or 28 percent. 
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A gradual and temporary increase in elementary enrollment is* projected to 
begin in 1986-87 and reach a "mini" peak in the early 1990*$. This modest * 
seven-year increase is expected to show a net overall enrollment gain of 
about 74,000 and offset about 16% of the major decline from 1970-71 to 
1985-86. Beginning in about 1993-94, this increase will be replaced by a 
longer decline which could well continue. until about 2005. The low point of 
this second decline is expected to fall below the projected 1985-86 bottom 
. of the current decline. 

High School Enrollment-Projections 

In contrast with the ongoing eleven-year -decline in elementary enrollment/ 
high school enrollment continued to show annual increases and did not reach 
a peak until the 1976-77 sch<v>l year .However, high school enrollment began 
a sustained declined 1977-78 which will continue through 1990-91. This 
extended decline will result in an overall reduction in high school 
.enrollment of approximately 247,00 v 0 or 34 percent. The sharpest annual* 
* declines,. duHng this fourteen-year span are predicted to occwr from 1979-80 
through 1982-83 and from 1987-88 through 1989-90. This long-term decline in 
high school enrollment may be temporarily interrupted by a slight increase 
during the 1984-85 school year. * o 

Based upon a projected increase in the number of Illinois births beginning 
in the late 1970 f s, high school enrol lraent is projected to begin a' modest 
increase in' 1991-92 which could carry through* the 1990s. Beginning in 
about the year 2000, however, a decline is anticipated which could continue— 
for about 15 years (2015). The basis for this second extended decline iri 
high school enrollment is the projected decline in the number of Illinois 
women of .childbear ing age from 1985 through 2000.* 
>• 

Total Enrollment (K-12) Projections . 

Illinois public school total enrollment reached a peak of 2,373,659 in 
1971-72 and has ^consistently declined to 1,907,080 in 1981-82. This 
represents an overall enrollment drop of 466,579 or 19.7*percent .during the. 
past ten years. , * 

Statewide total enrollment is predicted to continue its decline through the 
end of the decade (1989-90). The overall projected decline from the 1971-72 
peak year through 1989-90 is approximately 626,000 or 26 percent. While the 
annual decline 6 for 1982-83 will be relatively large, about 50,000 or 2.6#, 
the size of future declines will decrease each year. 



Beginning in 1990-91, a small increase in total enrollment is predicted to 
occur and continue through the mid-to-latter 1990s. This temporary 
increase, however, is expected to be followed by at least a 10-ye?r decline 
lasting until about 2005 to 2010. This second decline is based upon a 
projected decline from 1985 to 2000 in the number of Illinois women of 
childbearing age.

APPENDIX A* Methodology .Utilized Projecting

The enrollment projections presented ia Table 2 utilize the latest 
enrollment data (Fall, 1 98V) and live birth information (1981) as well as 
new projections of live births developed tn March, 1982. The ; enrollment 
projections also. take into ^account the^ iOQSt recent information regarding 
Iltinois population pfgratTbn, publ ic/ndnpubl ic enrollment proportions, 'and 
high school dropout rates. Nevertheless, the projected enrollment numbers 
should be viewed as approximations, not as exact* numbers, since all 
projections of the fifture, contain possible error. 

A variety of projection models have been generated, compared and evaluated 
during the development of Illinois enrollment projections in previou§ 
years. ^ One method, average annual percent change in the survival ratio, 
'has been found to be flexible and highly accurate when a definite, recent 
trend in thfe survival ratios exists. The steps employed in the development, 
of the 1982. Illinois public school enrollment projections are the following: 

1 Projections of Chvldbear ing-Age Wojnen # . * 

Projections of the number of Illinois childbearing-age women are shown ' 
in Appendix H. The U.S. Bureau of tne Census count of Illinois females 
was used/ for the base year 1980. for the years 1981 thro'ugh 1990, 
population projections developed by .the Bureau of the Budget (BOB) in 
1981 were used as input *,data. Since the B.OB estimates of tne 1980 
number of Illinois females differed .slightly from the 1980 U.S. Census, 
. count, a ra^-iQ was calculated by dividing the U.S. Census count by the 
BOB estimates for each five-year age group. This ratio was then 
multiplied by each BOB projection to yield'the adjusted projections of 
the number of childbearing-age woman shown in Appendix H. 
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Projections of Illinois Births 

The projected numbers of^childbearing-age women in each five-year age 
category were multiplied by constant 1980 age-specific Illinois birth 
rates 'to yield projected numbers of births for the years 1981 through 
1990. The 1980 age-specif ic birth rates per 1 ,000 Illinois women are as 
follows: 1.4 (10-14 years), 55.8 (15-19 years), 115.7 (20-24 years), 
117.6 (25-29 years), 67.8 (30-34 years)., 22.2. (35r39 years), 4.3 (40-44 
years)', 0.2 (45 years' and above).. The res. \Uing projections of Illinois 
births are shown in Appendix H. 

Projections of Illinois Public School Enrollment 

ProjectiShs of Kindergarten, elementary (grades 1-8), atnd high school 
(grades 9-12) enrollment were developed separately. Projections of 
total elementary (K-8) were obtained by summing the projections fof 
kindergarten and grades 1-8, and projections of total enrollment were 
obtained "by summing the separate projections for kindergarten, graces 
1-8, and grades 9-l<2. 

' i 
Actual and projected numbers of Illinois births were the basic data used 
to generate projections of statewide public school enrollment.- 
Projections of kindergarten enrollment are based upon the qumber of 
Illinois births B years earlier, as shown in Appendix I. Projections 
of elementary enrollment (grades 1-8) are based, upon" the summation of 
Illinois births 6 to 13 years earlier and projections of high, school 
enrollment are b.ased upon the summation of Illinois birth$ 14 to 17 s 
years earlier. The. accumulated number of births eligible for elementary 
school each year are shown in Appendix I, and the accummulated numbers 
of births eligible for high school are shown in Appendix J. , 



For each past school year, the appropriate accummulated number of births 
is divided into the actual public school 'enrollment to obtain a survival 
ratio . Survival ratios were calculated for. each school year and are 
shown in Appendix I for kindergarten and elementary (1-8) grades and in 
Appendix J< for the high school (9-12) and total enrollment (K-12) . The 
approach used in developing eenrollment projections was to first develop 
a model for projecting the survival ratio for each future school year 
and grade leve;l. The survival ratio is then multiplied by.the. 
acctimulated number of births for the same school year to yield a 
projected enrollment. 

The model used for projecting future survival ratios ?for kindergarten, 
.elementary (1-8), and high school (9-12) was a "weighted average 'annual
